That would give us the 
highest cigarette tax in the region — even higher than New York! 
Such a tax hike will hurt your business by giving your customers incentive 
to buy cigarettes from out-of state retailers. 


With a Cigarette Tax Hike, Your Customer Wouid Save: 

$5 per carton in Delaware, 

$2.90 per carton in Pennsylvania 
Up to $6 per carton on New York Indian reservations 
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The American Economic Group estimates that the tax increase will reduce 
the state’s cigarette sales volume by 78 million cigarette packs — a $300 
million commercial loss.
